SCHOOL PLANS COMPLETED. 
SITE IS OLD LANDMARK. 
ARTESIA, April 8—The Board of 
Directors of the Artesia school district 
has completed its plans for a new 
school house. The structure is 
to cost about $20,000 and will be mod- 
ern in respect. It be built 
of tapestry brick and be one-story 
high, with up-to-date heating and ven- 
tilating systems. It will be, when 
completed, ore of the finest country 
grammar school buildings in Southern 
California. 
The new building will be erected on

country” for many years. The old 
building was built in the boom days of 
1875. by a syr.dicate of land agents, 
who had secured several thousand 
acres of the Sterns Rancho.

If the bill passed py the New York 
Z2ist gets by the 


Assembly on Marc 


Senate and is sign by Governor Dix, 


the insurance law of New York, insofar 
as it affects automobiles, will be 
amended so that automobile insurance 


will be limited to “hazards of fire, ex- 
plosion, transportation ar collision, loss 
by legal Nability for damage to prop- 
erty resulting from maintenance and 
use Of automobiles.” No insurance, 
however, may cover “loss by reason 
of bodily injury to the person.” The 
present law authorizes “insurance 

automobiles, whether stationary or be- 
ing Operated under power.“ : 


Texas motorists have been much in 
evidence along the Mexican border, and 
during the battle between the Mexican 
Federais and the insurrectos at Agua 
Prieta every move of the contending 
troops was followed closely by the 
Texans.

Wash win- 
dows with a dlean cloth and polish — 
with newspapers rubbed soft and 
slightly dampened. 

If your chambers are carpeted, have 
the floor coverings ‘taken up and 
“beaten thoroughly. Unless you have 
a good back yard in which the snak- 
ing and beating may be tone satis- 
factorily, bundle them up and tele- 
phone to a reputable carpet cleaner to 
call for them. Don't risk laying them 
down again without thorough cléeans- 


Ing. One moth will people many yards

If you have hardwood floors and 


rugs, have the latter Cleaned as 
scrupulously. Mend thin spots im 
them, and should an oriental rug 


show signs of age, have it lined with 
drilling, or some substantial linen 

fabric of a dull hue that will not at- 

tract attention should a corner get 
dog-eared in the using. The lining 
will prolong its usefulness for years. 
While the floors are bare, have them 
treated one or two rooms at a time, 
that the house may always be comfort- 
able. If thé boards are olled, or it 
they are brought to a finer polish 
with shellac. and other floor var- 
„ mishes, manage to have the room 
closed for at least two days before a 
foot is set upon it. The painter who 
does the job for you is likely to as- 
sure you that the varnish will be 
“quite dry-—<dry as a bone within 
twelve hours. You need not be afraid 
to lay down your rugs and to walk 
upon the floor by tomorrow morn- 
ing.” Such assyrances are for the 
good of the trade, and to soothe your 
impatience. Keep well upon the safe 
side by giving the floor double the time 
he sets. You will be thankful to me for 
the hint before the next housecleaning 
time comes around.

In cleaning closets proceed as with 
the attic. The dark corners and the

heated houses have all seasons for their

_ place, take them out and scald the edges 


with red-pepper tea. Brush out the 
grooves in which they: were set with a 

stiff, pointed brush and scald with pep- 
per tea. Then, before fitting in the 
shelves, rub into the grooves yellow tur- 
pentine soap—the strongest you can get. 
Brush and scrub the walls and floor.”

PRESS STRATEGY. 
Covering the illness and death of Pope Leo XIII called 
for extraordinary news-gathering enterprise. As am act 
of courtesy to the church—although, as every one 0 
knows, the relations between the Quirinal and the Vat! 
can are most strained—the Italian Minister of Tele- 
graphs announced that he would forbid the transmis- 
sion of any, telegrams announcing the Pope’s death for 
two hours after the fatal moment, in order that Cardi- 
nal Rampolla might first notify the papal representa- 
tives in foreign countries. To meet the emergency, 
however, the Associated Press arranged a code mes- 
sage to be sent by all cable lines, not to the Associated 
Press, but to the general manager in person, as follows: 
“Melstone, New York. Number of missing bond —— 
(Signed) Montefiore.” As this bore on its face no refer- 
ence to the death of the Pope, it, of course, would be 
transmitted. The hour and moment of the Pope's death, 
reversed, was to be filled im the blank, as, if he died at 
3:35 o'clock, the message would read: “Melstone, New 
York. Number of missing bond 533. (Signed) Monte 
fiore.” Obviously, the object of reversing the figures 
was to throw the authorities off the scent. If the hour 
of the Pope’s death were filled in properly they might 
“smell a mouse.” | 
When, finally, the Pope died, July 20, 1903, although 
his bed was completely surrounded by burning candles, 
an attendant hurried from the room into an anteroom 
and asked fer a candle to pass before the lips of the 
Pope, to determine whether he still breathed.

The whole country is a treasure-house, whose 
vaults need only the pick and spade to unlock them.” 

I was struck with this fact as I walked through the 
National Museum today. At its entrance is a corridor 
filled with broken statues of beauty eaten by salt water 
and half-covered with shells. They were taken from 
the sea near the Island of Kythera, only a short time 
ago. The Greeks were diving for sponges when they 
came upon the wreck of an ancient vessel lying 100 feet 
below the surface.

The water flows out of 
lions’ heads into a square pit of marble. Our school has 
found the remains of the old aqueduct through which 
the water was carried, and it has taken out masses of 
marble beautifully carved. This fountain was near the 
market place of the old city, much of which has been 
exhumed, and some of the shops of which can now be 
plainly seen. Each shop had two rooms about eight by 
ten feet in size. These extended out toward the chief 
market street, and the roofs of the shops formed a ter- 
race, upon which the old Corinthians strolled back and 
forth. 

Among other discoveries is a theater and the remains 
of a temple. The old walls have been mapped out, and 
some work has been done about the Temple of Apollo, 
situated on a hill some distance away from the market. 
This temple is said to be 2500 years old. The columns 


are monoliths about eight feet in diameter and as high 


as a two-story house. They have been much eaten by 
time, and two which were broken are held together by 
iron bands put there by Otto, who was King of Greece 
before George came to the throne. 

One of the most interesting discoveries of our profes- 
sors was as to the frauds connected with the ancient 
oracles. These were supposed to be uttered by the 
gods, in words that came down from heaven. The 
Americans have discovered a subterranean passage lead- 
ing up to the base of the statues inside a temple, and 
mouthpieces, which acted like megaphones. The priests 
crawled in there, and putting their mouths to the open- 
ings, by a little ventriloquism were able to make the 
gods speak as they chose.

‘CHARITY DINNERS BY AUTO. 


HOW A BERLIN WOMAN HELPS POOR SUFFERERS 
FROM TUBERCULOSIS, 


[New York Sun: Modern civilization has found 
many uses for the automobile, but it rested with a Ger 
man woman to find in it the means of administering 
her charity. She has fitted up a delivery auto of the 
type used by all the department stores in Berlin with 
steam heat and 150 enameled receptacles in which she 
sends to 150 tubercular patients their regular daily din- 
ner. Promptly at 12 o'clock every day the auto steams 
away from the diet kitchen in the center of the city, 
and before 2 o'clock it has delivered a hot dinner ic al- 
most every part of the city. 

The patients who are the recipients of this bounty ar 
selected by a committee from among the vast numbers 
recommended by various doctors. At the head of this 
committee is Frau Adolph von Rath, the founder, the 
manager and the chief supporter of the charity. After the 
war of 1870 she began her philanthropic work by supply- 
ing meals for the school children of Cologne, where she 
was then living, and this scheme of giving away sub- 
stantial dinners has been her pet hobby ever since. In 


‘| those days she used to go help cook and distribute the 


food herself, and today she supervises and tastes every 
dish that is sent out from that diet kitchen. This kitchen 
was established ten years age for the purpose of provid- 
ing wholesome and substantial food for less than cost 
price for the poor who were suffering from stomach or 
intestinal trouble and for convalescents of every sort. 


Then it supplied about twenty dinners a day. Today 


there are never less than 300. 

Some of these dinners are eaten at the headquarters 
and many are called for by relatives who live in the vi- 
cinity. But just as many dinners are sent out regu- 
larly in bicycle delivery wagons fitted out like the auto 
to patrons. all over the city. The difference between 
the dinners which these two vehicles contain is that 
the 150 in the first are all alike and are sent free, 
whereas those in the latter are different and are paid 
for by the patients who receive them, It is not infre- 


‘quently the case that the bicycles stop at the homes of 


the rich and deliver a gruel or a porridge made in 
accordance with the doctor’s orders for wealthy dys- 
peptics who would rather trust these experts than the 
cooks in their own kitchen. 

A large bowl of soup, enough for two and possibly 


four people, according to the appetite and the size of 


the partakers, costs 25 pfenning (6% cents) if it is 
called for, and double the price when it is delivered. A 
meal with two courses, soup, meat, potato and vegeta- 
bles, costs 1M. 25 (30% cents) and one of three 
courses, L e., with a simple dessert or stewed fruit in 
addition 1M 50 (37% cents) delivered into the house 
and ready to serve at dinner time. No one gets a din- 
ner or even a bowl of soup who does not bring a doc- 
tor’s certificate. 

This year for the first time the city is co-operating 
with the society in maintaining the charity kitchen. 


| Heretofore it has been supported entirely by voluntary 
contributions, most of which have come out of the 


pocket of Frau von Rath The municipal authorities 


have ordained that the doctors and the nurses in their.

One of the conditions that must be met before the 
society will send free dinners into any home is that 
the members of that family promise to observe all the 
rules and regulations regarding the prevention and 
the cure of tuberculosis in the matter of cleanliness 
and fresh air. A corps of deaconesses is employed to 
see that this promise is carried out. |

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WILL SPAIN FOLLOW SUIT? 


AN ESTIMATE OF REPUBLICAN TENDEN 
CIES IN THE KINGDOM.

N American weekly (Collier's) in December, 1910, 
printed an article under the heading, “Will Spain 
Follow Suit?” written by an English newspaper 
writer of some note, William Archer. Reference was 
had to the recent revolution in Portugal, and the con- 
clusion of the article was that Spain would not imitate 
the neighboring country and proclaim a republic for 
years to come. I shall not attempt to contravene this 
opinion, but simply try to point out why it was perhaps 
a good deal too positive. Nor is that my main purpose, 
but rather to set out why, from my point of view, the 
reasons were inconclusive because not fact. : 
The article was misleading, too, in the sensational 


tone it carried, and this was made much more offensive 


to the people of Spain by means of the illustrations ac- 
companying the text, made by an artist named W. F. 
The writer did not seem to care whether his 
article was edifying and instructive. So long as it made 
a deep impression of any kind he seemed to think he 
had done something worth while and commendable. The 
illustrator caught the full spirit of the paragraphs and 
by his art grossly exaggerated the low opinion of the 


King given in the text and made expressive the thinly- 
concealed contempt of the Spanish people which was

8 GED FROM PI UE SEA- 
MAN TO STUDIOUS EXPERT. 


By Alfred C. Pickells. 


N the United States Naval Regulations there is a 

paragraph which reads thus: “The chief gunner 

shall act as an assistant to the ordnance officer, and 
shall perform such other duties as may be assigned to 
him.” 

This means in effect that there is a grade of men in 
the navy, one of whom must be on every ship in com- 
mission, who are directly responsible for the condition 
of the fighting equipment. It means that every gun, 
large or small, every torpedo, every charge of explo- 
sive, every ammunition hoist, every sighting appara- 
tus, and every firing device aboard ship must be looked 


after with scrupulous care, that the most minute defect 


must be promptly dealt with, and if the contingency 
arises, repaired i the person upon whom such respon- 
sibility rests. 

Such men are officially termed gunners. They are 
men who, by special training, are practical experts in 
modern ordnance. 

The popular conception of a gunner is a man who 
points and fires big guns. In the days of the old navy 
such was the case. He was the man who sighted the 
old muzzie-loading cannon and placed the fire to the 
touch hole. There was consequently a gunner for each

Care of Ammunition. 


ern battleship is its ammunition supply, and the scien- 
tific accuracy to which the operation of loading, sight- 
ing and firing a piece of modern naval ordnance has 
been developed has made the original quality and sub- 
sequent condition of that supply of the utmost impor- 
tance. An explosive that does not measure up to the 
requirements means a decrease in power; and a pos- 
sible deterioration of that explosive will produce the 
same fault. 

If, therefore, a big gun is loaded with the e 
charge and the sight drawn for any prescribed dis- 
tance, the effect of the decreased power of the powder 
will result in the falling short of the projectile and a 
missed shot. It produces what sportsmen call “lost 
nerve,” and a lack of confidence in the supply of ammu- 
nition aboard-that ship will exist until it has been re- 
newed. 

It is the storage and care of the ammunition that is 
the gunner’s most exacting duty. Smokeless powder 
is self-destroying, not only from a combustible stand-

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of the 360 or more guns aboard the big frigates. But 
in the evolution of naval ordnance the gunner has like- 
wise changed. Like the change in ordnance, he, too, 
has decreased in numbers with increase m individual 
efficiency. 

Where there used to be 360 or more gunners aboard 
a ship of the line there is now but one, with perhaps a 
subordinate, known as the gunner’s mate, aboard 
the larger ships; where his knowledge of ordnance in 
the old days was confined simply to the gun to which 
he was assigned, it now covers all the intricate mechan 
ism of a modern floating fort; where he was then sim- 
ply a member of the seaman department of the vessel 
with a pay of perhaps a few dollars more a month 
than the ordinary seaman, he is now the highest rank- 
ing warrant officer in the service, with a salary of from 
$1500 to $2400 a year. 

He is not the man behind the gun. He is more—the 


man who produces the power for the gun. 


The armament of a modern battleship consists of 
eight or more heavy guns in the primary battery, 
twenty-four smaller machine guns in the secondary bat- 
tery, and a magazine rifle for each of the 350 or more 
men composing the crew. All of such equipment is 
under the direct charge of the ordnance officer’s as- 
sistant, the gunner. Consequently it is the gunner’s 


duty to critically examine each piece of such equip-| 


ment when it is received aboard ship, and he is held 
accountable for its subsequent condition whether it is 
in use or not. 

It it is in use to any great extent, such as in target 
practice, the condition will need constant watching. 
Each shot from a heavy gun means deterioration, and 
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sia’ treated. When such action occurs other grades of 
powder will also become affected if they are in contact 
with it. Hence the gunner has under his charge no 
‘less than five separate magazines for the smokeless, 
brown and black powders, the ammunition for the sec- 

ondary battery, and the cartridges for the small arms. 

The magazine containing the smokeless powder re- 
quires the most careful watching. Heat is one of its 
worst, enemies. Maximum and minimum thermome- 
ters are placed in the hottest and coldest parts of the 
magazine, respectively, and the temperature is read 
daily. If the degrees habitually run above 95 or reach 
the 100 mark, the magazine must be cooled by an artifi- 
cial system provided for the purpose, and if the odor of 
ether becomes at any time noticeable it must be well 
ventilated and the old air blown out. 

In the days of the old frigates ammunition was 
stored in the magazines, the doors closed, and it was 
forgotten until the time for its use. But its chemical 
constituents were such that they lay inanimate in their 
combined state until aroused to action by the touch of 
fire. But it is not so with modern explosives. Those 
chemicals needed to produce the desired effects will, 
with the slightest help, proceed to act and will wage 
a war of extermination upon one another with a subtle 
but effective process. 

If unnoticed the process wonld result in the total 
ruin of all the ammunition. The plight of a modern 
battleship about to engage in an encounter would in- 
deed be helpless if the crew opened its magazines to 
find the powder only a mushy, powerless mass.

ACK in the seventies, when the Panamint and 
Resting Springs were in the heyday of their bloom, 
five prospectors, John and Bill Shafer, Jim Gunn. 


Joe Brunell and Domanic McCaffertie left Panamint and 


started to cross Death Valley to Resting Springs, a dis- 
tance of 160 miles. 


These men were hardy sons of the West, yet were not 


experienced in the ways of the desert, and did not real- 
ize the dangers that beset their path, and the terrible 
toll that Death Valley exacts from those who are trying 
to wrest from her some portion of her hidden wealth. 
So, with a good outfit of saddle animals and pack horses 
they left Panamint July 5, 1878, confident that they 
could reach Resting Springs without serious difficulties, 
although their way was across the valley and their 
knowledge of the trail was limited. !

When finally re- 
stored, he was a raving maniac, living over again the 
scenes of the past few days even to the most minute in- 
cident, and finally dying in a sanatorium where friends 
had placed him. The ordeal had been too much, and 
nature had givea way under the strain. 

When Domanic had ridden away from Joe Brunel! 
and Bill Shafer, they staggered on, their tongues swe’ - 
ing and their minds wandering. They cast off ther 
clothing (this is a characteristic of men perishing on 
the desert) with the exception of Joe’s boots, whieh he 
still wore to the end. What must have been the suffer- 
ings of these poor men, burning with an unquenchabie 
thirst inside, and roasting as with ten thousand hot 
irons outside! During a lucid moment Shafer lay down 
and begged to be let alone, and told Joe to go on, as he 
wanted to die. Joe declared he must not die; so, after 
a vain effort to arouse him, he dragged the unresisting 
body in the shade of a greasewood bush and covered 
hir with hot sand, and hastily taking the canteen, which 
he had unconsciously carried through all the trouble, he 
feebly covered the three remaining miles to Posto‘!-e 
Springs, into which he staggered and fell, carried thus 
far by his indomitable will, though the body was com 
pletely exhausted. When he became conscious he was 
lying on his back in the spring, his dried body absorb- 
ing the water like a sponge. To this fact he probably 
owed his life, as his tongue was so swollen, and protruc- 
ing from his mouth, and blistered by the sun, that it wa- 
impossible to swallow. The water gradually reduce

unteer ladies sewing and filling the rough beds called 
stricken unto death. Hearing that my cousin, Reginald 
Hyde, was reported wounded, two of us girls volunteered 
to help his mother to search for him through the lower 
hospitals. We tramped down Main street through the 
hot sun over burning pavements, from one scene of hor- 
ror to another, bringing up finally at the St. Charles Ho- 
tel, a large, old building. What a sight met our eyes! 
Men in every stag’ of mutilation, lying waiting for the 
surgeons upon bar? boards with haversacks, or army 
b’ankets, or nothing, beneath their heads. Some gave 
up the weary ghost a8 We passed them by. All were 
suffering keenly, and needing oruinary attention. To 
be there empty-handed and impotent to help, nearly 
broke our hearts. Bending down over bandaged faces 
stiff with blood and thick with flies, nothing did we see 
or hear of the object of our search, who, I am glad to 
say, arrived later at his mother’s home, to be nursed by 
her to a speedy recovery.—{Mrs. Burton Harrison, in 
Scribner.

HISTORIC BURYING-PLACE AT MARI- 
ETTO. 


By Katharine Rolston Dale. 
Am: the many historic spots in the beautiful 


little city of Marietta, O., none have more inter- 

est or are more filled with the history and mystery 
of the past than the old Mound Cemetery, so named 
from the huge mound built in prehistoric times by that 
unknown race called “Mound Builders.“ 

This old cemetery was made a burial ground in the 
year 1800, and the following year the first burial was 
made in the shadow of this mound which may cover 
some ruler of a great race. The mound is 115 feet in 
diameter and 30 feet high; its beautifully-rounded sides 
slope down to a ditch fifteen feet wide and four feet 
deep which encircles it. The top of the mound is 
truncated and has always been so within memory. 

The top was once opened and an adult skeleton 


| found, but it was thought best not to make further ex 


plorations and spoil the beauty of the mound, though 
many people have thought it might contain some clew 
to the mystery of who this race of people were who 
lived before the Indians and have left only the mounds 
and various forms of earthworks to give them a place 
in bistory. How far back in time they lived is not 
known, but their works have endured. There are a 
number of these mounds in Southern Ohio and many 
have been the theories advanced concerning this one 
in Marietta, which is said to be unusually beautiful. 
It has been called an altar, perhaps on account of 
its flattened top, and others say it is a monument to 
some great hero of his race and that its magnitude and 
symmetry typify the nobility and beauty of his life. 
This mound is supposed to contain two chambers, one 
below the other. But the real structure, contents or 


history of this cemetery is one with Marietta, and many : 


distinguished names are graven on the stones that 
mark the graves. Many of the stones are time-wora 


and crumbling, and the names and epitaphs now almost 
illegible, but other names are plainiy read in spite of 


long years since the stones were placed. 

There are many famous names nere—brave soldiers, 
distinguished statesmen of early times; names that be- 
long to history in the making, heroes of as great fame 
perhaps as that of the unknown hero the mound may 
cover; names of men of nom their descendants speak 
with pride; of women whose memories are tenderly re- 
vered and honored; soldiers whose names are written 
in large letiers in the history of the Revolution; states- 
men who guided the helm of state. And beside them 
the names that are unlinked with fame but whose histo- 


ries though unknown may also have influenced these 


times. 

The dates on the sténes go down to the present day, 
but the cemetery gates are seldom open now for a 
burial service, as almost all the places are taken and 
there are no new lots to be procured. Another ceme 
tery receives the bodies of those belonging to our day 
and the old one belongs to the past. A funeral in 
Mound Cemetery nowadays means that some monu- 
ment almost filled with famijiy names has one more 
added to it, some family lot receives its last grave, or 
some elderly person, perhaps the last of a generation, 
is laid to rest beside those, “loved long since and lost 
a little while.” 

And so the old brown tombstones with quaint epi- 
taph about “the last trump,’ or the virtues of the de- 
ceased, the crumbling old stones with names gone, and 
many nameless graves, are side by side with the tower- 
ing granite of later years with the clear-cut names that 
in time may fade like the others. } 


Outside the gates the trolley cars clang by ahd the 


life of today goes on, but inside through snows of win- 
tér and green of summer, there is the peaceful atmos- 
phere of the past, and the tranquility of old griefs soft- 
ened by time. And through it all has stood the mound

In the beautiful ditch or moat surrounding it’ masses 
of purple violets blossom in the spring, and the children 
of other years used to play there and gather them un- 
mindful of the past represented by the mound or the 
graves clustered round it 

The steps and railing around the top, with benches 
inside the railing, are the only outside touches given 
this work of an ancient people. Its beauty is jealously 
guarded from vandalism and the children used to sol- 
emuly read the warning sign on top: “Keep on the 
steps and inside the railing while on the mound,” 
though there were stories whispered about of children 
who had braved the sign, crawled under the railing and 
rolled over and over down the grassy side, but no seri- 
ous harm has ever come to this carefully-preserved 
monument. 

In the burial ground of which the mound is the cen- 
ter, lie the bodies of many pioneers, tried men and true, 
who had braved the perils of the wilderness to form a 
new settlement. And many soldiers of the Revolution 
were laid to rest here. It is said that more soldiers of 
the Revolutionary War, now so far back in history and 
yet such a modern event as compared with the time 
when the mound was built, more soldiers of that con-

WESTERN “BAD LANDS” YIELDING 
7 TO SCIENTIFIC FORESTRY.

T HERE is a vast stretch of sandy country—at its 


worst in western Nebraska and Kansas—which 

has been the bane of settlers since the days of the 
pioneers. It is the last vestige of the “great American 
desert,” which once occupied such a large space on 
maps ot the western part of the United States. It is a 
lonely-looking country, of shifting white sands. The 
wind blows this sugary-looking sand from one hill to 


completed and there are plenty of problems still to 
solve, enough progress has been made to show that the 
project of reclaiming the waste is feasible. 

The government has established a tree nursery near 
Halsey, Neb., where important experimental work is 
being carried on in developing tree species that will 
grow amid the harshest conditions. Between the Dis- 
mal River and Loup River is an immense area of sand 
dunes to be reclaimed, and on the Niobrara is another 
large area which is being forested. A healthy stand of 
jack pine, seven years old, overlooking the government 
station at Halsey is good evidence of the achievements 
of the forestry officials in this neighborhood. 

In Kansas, near Garden City, there is a large area of 
sandy country which is being reclaimed is similar fash- 
ion, with the exception that instead of different varieties 
of pine, hardwoods are being planted. Black locusts 


mnother. If a thin top soil forms, supporting scanty 
vegetation, there comes a “blow-out.” The white sand 
peeps through again, and is caught up by the wind, and 
the feeble struggle of nature to clothe this naked coun- 
try are ended. In early days wheels of prairie schoon- 
ers sank in this sand, and the hills and hollows con- 
tained the bones of many animals that succumbed to 
the terrible exertion of trying to haul heavily-loaded 
Wagons across the “bad lands.“ Today the western 


country is pretty thickly settled on both sides of this 


sandy strip—but there is little settlement among the 
dunes. A few cattle graze on the sandy plains, but how 
they subsist on the sparse vegetation is a mystery. 

It would seem that this country would be the last to 
be turned to by man in the process of subjugation. 


‘The government, however, is carrying out a practical 


work of reclamation in this strange, desert-like coun- 


try, where the rainfall is so light that “dry farming” 


cannot be done. The sandy hills are being planted with 
trees of various kinds. A hopeless task, one would say, 
but nothing is hopeless to the forester who proceeds ac- 


cording to modern scientific methods. Thousands of 


young trees have been planted, and have weathered 
drought and storm and blight, and have reached a 
stage where they may be regarded as the nucleus of 
forests of the future. With the growing of such forests, 
the mature of the sand-dune country will change. 


- There will be more rainfall, and a better conservation 


of moisture in the soll. Nature will be assisted in the 
work of covering the shifting sands with a firm top soil. 
From a barren desert, shunned by men, this sandy strip 
that formed the first real barrier to settlement of the 
West, will be converted into a smiling, tree-dotted land, 
capable of supporting a numerous rural population. 

When the work of reclaiming the sand-dune e 
was suggested, there was no- lack of ubting 
ases.

In all there are some 600,000 acres in process of 
reclamation in this novel fashion. The work is under 
the general direction of Smith Riley, district forester, a 
young man whose rise in the forestry service has been 
rapid, and who is now in charge of one of the largest 
and most important national-forest groups in the West. 
In the Halsey nursery the pine trees are raised from 
seeds, supplied from variovs national forests. These 
seeds are from cones, which are gathered by men, 
women and boys in various parts of the West, and 
shipped to near-by points, where skilled forests submit 
the cones to several forms of treatment, including 
threshing and fanning. The seeds are shipped to vari- 
ous points of distribution. In the areas which are be- 
ing reforested they are sown broadcast or in rows, but 
in the sand-dune area greater care is required. Seed 


sowed broadcast in this sandy soll would not grow, 


hence for two years the pine seed is cared for in beds 
at the Halsey nursery. 
After two years, when the young trees resemble tiny 


plants, the process of removal begins. The seedlings’ 


are taken .up carefully, and deposited in iron baskets, 
great care being taken not to loosen the earth from the 
roots. These baskets are put in wagons, and the seed- 
lings are carried out to the sand hills and planted. It 
was only after much experimenting that the right 
process of planting was discovered. A furrow is run, 
the plow being followed by what is known as a trencher 
plow.

PERSONAL OBSERVATIONS OF A RARE 
ANIMAL IN ARIZONA.

reply | was informed that they had “never heard of such 
an animal.” 


I could not resist the temptation to respond that a look 
into either the Standard or the International dictionary 
would show them an illustration of the animal, and in 
the same connection page 117 of the Newhouse Trap- 
pers’ Guide would be interesting reading. 

Having sone so far they would probably discover that 
the cacomixzle (spelled also cacomistle and cacomix!) is 
the animal many traders call the ring-tailed cat; also 
civet cat, a name that can be read on the label of a 
cage containing some of them in Eastlake Park, Los 
Angeles. It would be quite as appropriate to call a rac 
coon 4 ring-tailed skunk or oposgum. The little animal 
is a diminutive species of coon, and in no way closely 
related to either cat or civet. . 

Por several seasons I have been teaching school in 
different parts of Arizona, and doing a little trapping “on 
the side.” I have had some opportunity to study this 
animal, and learn some things about it that I have not 
seen in any works on natural history. The first one I 
ever saw was caught in a box trap near Morenci by Earl 
Dauntless, a pupil of mine, who searched such works 
On natural history as he could find and decided that he 
had a maki. This is a French term for a certain ring- 


| 1 RECENTLY wrote one of the large fur houses of the 


tailed lemur of Madagascar, and I had some doubts as to 


the accuracy of his analysis. : 

Last winter I was stationed in a mining region some 
twenty miles south of Casa Grande, and finding trap 
ping pretty good, I sent for a dozen traps, and told an 
old hunter I would show him how to catch a maki. He 
thought he knew all the animals of the region, but had 
never heard of such a one. My traps were No, 3 Vic 
tors, and most of them were set among the mesquite for 
coyotes. 


By some strange fortune, the first animal I caught was 


the one I had hoped for. As its leg was not broken, I 
placed it in a cage for study, and invited the neighbors 
to see it. To most of them it was an entire stranger, 
and neither white man, Mexican nor Indian could name 
it for me. It was about thirty inches in length, one-half 
of which was a magnificent bushy tail having eighteen 
black and white rings. This is often carried erect or 
in a plumy curve when excited, and its appearance led 
the Mexicans to exclaim: Mira la cola!” The body 
was about the size of a fox squirrel or prairie dog, and 
was covered with a coat of soft grayish-brown fur. Its 


ears were erect and somewhat resembled those of a cat. 


Next to the tail the most striking feature was a one- 
quarterinch band of light fur about each expressive 
black eye, giving it the appearance of wearing specta- 
cles.

On this hint, I made a box trap, and finding my captive 
was fond of fresh cheese, I baited with it, and set the 


trap for another in an old tunnel. In a short time I had 


ciught a beautiful female. I now sent a description to 
the Smithsonian Institution, and learned that I had a 
pair of cacomixies. 

I was surprised at the readiness with which they be- 
came docile under care and kind treatment. The male, 
caught first, would take food from my fingers in a few 
days; and if I placed my finger gently against the fly 
sereen tha. made the front of his cage, he would press 
his nose against it from the inside, and keep it in con- 
tact at long as I would hold it. This emboldened me to 
trust him, and, putting my hand slowly into the cage, 
kt him smell of it, then stroked his nose, whiskers, 
head, ears, and whole body with impunity. He never 
afterward offered to bite. Several small slits and

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Mexican Burial Customs. 


PECULIAR METHODS OF DISPOSING 
OF THE DEAD. 


B URIAL methods in Mexico have been subjected to 


customs observed in English-speaking countries. 
- Practically all of the aborigines of 


the

the churches, for to be buried in copsecrated ground 
‘was a universal desire. or

Proximity to the altar was 


most desired and the writings left by the priests tell of 
fabulous gums paid for certain sections in the more 


famous churches. The poorer classes were buried in 


the more distant parts of the churches, generally in a 


catacomb, which provided several hundred nic on | 


each side of a long passageway or tunnel. rtain 
catacombs were set aside for paupers, but for the most 
part graves were rented for a certain period of time or 
for perpetuity. It was a general practice to pay for a 
term of five or ten years, and on the expiration of this 
time, when no further rental was forthcoming, the 


Wones were moved to the charity catacomb, where they 


were left with the hundreds of unidentified. The grave 
was then resold. 

This custom was practiced for 200 years, and only 
those familiar with the great number of churches exist- 
ing in Mexico can imagine how the dead were buried 
in the limited ground inclosed within the walls of the 
churches. It can be said truthfully that every church 
in Mexico marks the burial place of thousands. 

Absolute necessity caused the closing of all graves 
with cement, but through carelessness this was not al- 
ways done properly and early in the last century, many 
ot the epidemics which were then scourging the country 
were traced directly to the custom of burial in the 
churches. 


mately orders were issued throughout the republic pro- 


_hibiting further burials in the churches. For many 


years the order could be inforced only partially, owing 
to political difficulties within the country and the re- 
fusal of the priests to comply with order, as well as 
the general desire among the residents to follow the old 
custom of being buried in hallowed ground. Accord- 
ing to their ideas this hallowed ground could exist only 
within the space inclosed by the walls of the church. 
Between 1830 and 1835 many portions of Mexico 
were visited by disastrous epidemics of smallpox and 
cholera, which caused the authorities throughout the 
country to inforce the orders in regard to the discon- 
tinuance of all burials in churches and to provide mu- 
nicipal burial grounds in which to inter all bodies. 
These municipal cemeteries were divided into four 
parts, in three of which the graves were rented and in 
the fourth part burials could be made without charge. 
The three parts carried individual scales of prices, but 
the shortest term of rental was for a space of seven 
years. Graves could be rented at ‘ertain rate per 
each seven years, or a perpetual rign« would be sold 
at any time. Consequently the wealthier people were 
all buried in one division, where practically all the 
rights were taken for perpetuity, while in the cheaper 
divisions many of the rights would expire at the end 
of the first seven years.

Some one has said: “The college teaches and the 
university examines,” which is true, as in few things 
do the men of the different colleges come together ex- 
cept in examinations.

NAVY TARGET PRACTICE. 


perhaps very few outside of the service know of the 
important part that the telescope and the cross-bar sight 
have played in the development of target work. Before 
the recent introduction of the telescope and the cross- 
bar the gun pointer strained his eyes in the impossible 
effort to adjust their focus to three widely-separated 
objects simultaneously: the rear sight a few inches 
away, the front sight a dozen feet distant from the 


rear one, and the target anywhere from 1500 to 13,000 


yards. Ordnance experts worked over this problem, 
and the result was the introduction of the telescopic 
sight and the cross-bars—two pieces of crossed wire at 
the end of the telescope. When these “cut” on the tar- 


get, the gun pointer presses his electric button and the

With the 
roar comes a fiying of splinters from the target, a geyser 
leaping a hundred feet in air, then another and an- 
other as the ricocheting shell glances from wave to 
wave, and then, last of all, the faint, far-off boom of the 


gun which had hurled the missile."—[Harper’s Weekly.

Our Destructive Ground Squirrels. 
ROUND squirrels are among the most destructive 


of our native mammals, causing losses to agriculture 
amounting to upward of $10,000,000 each year. Most of 


the Western States are overrun by them. California 
is no exception, having within its borders not less than 


three genera and a dozen species. Of these the most 
important in its relation to man is the large gray spe- 
cies variously known as the Califcrnia, Digger, or 
Beechey ground squirrel (Citellus Beecheyi.) it is 
about the size of the eastern gray tree squirrel, and like 
it has upright squirreltike ears and a long bushy tail. 


At has two near relatives—the Douglas ground squir- 


rei (Citellus Douglasi,) which ranges from the north

The Freesia. 


W HAT a a persistent little plant is the freesia, for 
it will not down! Not more persistent is the 
dandelion in pushing up through the soil in hard, rough 
places. In the hardest trodden paths the freesia will 
persist year after year, even though worn off by traffic 
as fast as growth appears. In the writer's garden no 
weed pest has been so persistent in asserting itself 
save two species of oxalis which are a veritable curse 
wherever found. On the other hand a fine species of 
the latter, like Oxalis Bowel, dies out after the first 
year. Doubtless a fancy strain of freesias would go 
the same way, but the tenacity with which the com- 
mon sort clings to life should commend it to the aver- 
age garden owner, for the flowers are among our best. 


HE cottonwood (Populus deltoides) is naturally a 


tall, straight tree, and under favorable conditions | 


may attain a height of 75 to 100 feet and a diameter 
of two to three feet. When grown in the open or in 
single rows, it develops a large, wide-spreading crown 
and a short, heavy stem. In dense stands, however, 
the crowns become narrow and oblong and the stems 
long, slender, and free from branches. The Carolina 
poplar, which is considered_a horticultural variety of 
the common cottonwood, is widely used as a shade tree. 
It is not easily distinguished from the true cottonwood. 


Native California Shrubs. 


VERYWHERE throughout California are great 

tracts of country covered with brush, extending from 
the hills of the Coast and Sierra Nevada Mountains to 
the deserts and the plains. When seen from the dis- 
tance on the slopes of hills this brush looks like a car- 
pet of moss, changing in color with the seasons, but 
always green. In this tangle through which the trav- 
eler finds it almost impossible to make his way, where 
there are no trails, a great many species and almost all 
the characteristic genera of the Pacific Coast find their 
home. All are beautiful, especially when in flower, and 


all are worthy of cultivation. Plants which the Euro- 


pean gardeners regard as their greatest treasures here 
grow under our eyes continually without most of us 
knowing them by any other name than brush, chaparral, 
chamisal. It would be difficult to discriminate among 
these beautiful shrubs, since all have peculiar qualities 
which endear them to the lovers of flowers and nature.

HERE is cultivated in California, though to a limited 

extent, a shrubby nightshade with showy blue flow 
ers followed by oval fruits of an orange color, polsom 
ous when green, but edible when really ripe. They are 
native to Australia, and Dr. Maiden of New South 
Wales, in “The Native Useful Plants of Australia,” says; 
“The fruit, when perfectly ripe, which is indicated by 
the outer skin bursting, may be eaten in its natural 
state, or boiled and baked. It has a mealy, sub-acié 
taste, and may be eaten in any quantity with impunity, 
but until the skin bursts, although the fruit may other 
wise appear ripe, it has an acrid taste and causes an 
unpleasant burning sensation in the throat.”

THE OUTCOME OF IMPORTATIONS MADE

o breed nor variety in the American class has 
made better progress along economic and orna- 
mental lines than the Rhode Island Reds. This 


fowl in reality ig not a “new” breed, for it has been 
a feature of the farms in New England for many years, 


and more especially so in Rhode Island; but it is “new” | 


in the sense that it is only of recent years that it has 


obtained recognition in the “American Standard of Per- | 


fection.” Its origin is in a way accounted for by the 
fact that the sea captains whose homes were along the 
shore line of Rhode Istand brought from otber coun- 
tries fowls that they picked up in foreign ports princi- 
pally the Mediterranean, Chinese and Malayan coun- 
tries. The mixing of these breeds went on for years, 
evolving what has become known in our day as the 
Rhode Island Reds. It would seem that this crossing 
of different fowl was purely a haphazard affair, the 
principal aim being the creation of a strain of birds that 
would endure the severe New England winters, and 
the hens of which would lay liberally under harsh cli- 
matic conditions. in this regard, the breed has cer- 
tainly been no disappointment. Its virtues once recog- 
nized, the breed was taken in hand, and by careful se- 
lection and intelligent handling has developed into a 
distinct race of fowl, adding greatly to the prestige of 
the American class. 

Rhode Island Reds are bred in two varieties, viz., the 
single comb and the rose comb; in all other respects

| Timely Suggestions. 


Just at this time, when incubators and brooders are 
going at full tilt; when the professional hatcheries are 
literally turning out day-old chicks in tens of thousands, 
and all breeders are hard at work bringing on the 
_ youngsters, the following suggestions should be care- 
fully observed: 

Use eggs for hatching as fresh as you can get them. 
Experiments clearly show a larger percentage of 
hatches from eggs kept in a cool place, and better re- 
sults from eggs incubated when but a few days old. 

Eliminate all weak chicks as soon as hatched; your 
puny specimen is not worthy of the cost in time, labor 
and feed for its bringing up. 

Segregate the cockerels from the pullets as quickly as 
distinguishable; then separate the strongest from the 
inferior—get the latter to market as soon as sufficiently 
developed to be “worth while.” | 
Feed liberally a well-balanced ration, so that the 
growing stock shall not suffer from any set backs. 
Strong, vigorous birds are not produced by indifferent 
feeding. 


Treat your flock kindly. No stock can be properly 


developed and attain quick maturity if under a nervous 
strain.’ The flock that feels no restraint nor apprehen- 
sion every time its owner appears on the soene is the 
one that will give best results. 


‘Types of the Laying Hen. 


-Verily, “it is not always fine feathers that make fine 
birds”—and especially laying hens. There are those 
among the knowing ones within the realm of fur and 
feather who will tell you that by certain conformations 
they can “spot” the good layers in a bunch of young- 
eters. 
have in our time seen some angular-looking egg ma- 
chines encased in a coat of feathers. lu spite of this, 
however, a good layer possesses physical features and 
characteristics that make her distinct from the

Temperamentally, your good layer is a peaceful citi- 
zen, self-contained with plenty to do in minding her 
own business. Indeed, quarrelsomeness is i cal to 
egg production. Usually, she is the first one out in 
the morning and the last one in at night. In short she 
is always onto her job, while her less ambitious sisters 
are lagging to her rear in the poultry-yard procession. 
Not long since an Australian paper published a pic- 
ture of the winning pen of White Leghorns in a recent 
egg-laying contest covering a period of one year. It 
was interesting from the fact that many of the hens 
would have cut a sorry figure in the showroom, though 
brilliant successes within the sphere of egg manufactur- 
ing. As near as could be zadged from the illustration 
they did, however, possess many of the physical fea- 
tures -herein mentioned. It goes without saying that 
every flock possess good, bad and indifferent layers, and 
no breeder or fancier, except by trap nesting, can with 
any degree of certainty spot“ the workers from the 
drones, but by close observation he can strike the di- 


viding line between the ones that are wholly or nearly 


non-producers, and those which produce sufficiently to 
at least pay for their keep, and still leave a margin to 
their credit.

Recent references in this department to personal ex- 
periences in the management of hens and the. profits 
realized in individual cases, have brought a number of 
replies, all of which are interesting, but for want of 
space, cannot all be published. From the mass we cull 


.the following two as of more than passing interest: 


M. W. Wixson of this city is a back-yard poultry 
breeder who plays a few hens on the side with splendid 
results. His birds occupy a plot of ground 30x50 feet 
on the rear end of a city lot. On the first of January 
his stock consisted of one cock, seven hens, eleven pul- 
lets, and fifteen youngsters, making a total of thirty-four 
head. During the year he raised an additional forty- 
nine birds. His ledger shows the following results: 


Sold 31 dozen eggs at 456. eevee 13.95 
Used 182 dozen eggs at 30c..... 3 „„ 


Used 23 chickens at 13.80 

As against this he has a charge of $43.45 for feed, lime, 
insect powder, caretaking, etc., leaving a net margin of 
$56.45. 

Taking inventory on the first of January, 1911, he 
finds stock on hand as follows: One cock, ten hens, 
thirteen pullets and thirteen youngsters—a_ total of 
tnirty-seven head. Mr. Wixson reports that his hens 
have averaged.170 eggs each per year; certainly a 
did record. | 

In a letter to the writer Mrs. S. A. Marvin of Ontario 
reports that during the short month of February she 
obtained eighty-four eggs from a pen of four Rhode 
Island Red pullets—an average of twenty-one eggs per 
week, or three a day. The birds were certainly at- 
tending to business.

Briefly mentioned they are one bathroom scale. On the 
wail there should be tackea a card telling the normal 
weight for the patient. Then under the card there 
should be room for the daily registering of the weight. 
In this manner one can tell if one gains or loses. 

“Another essential is a Yathtub. Half an hour before 
each meal the patient awakens and takes a bath 
scented with spices and herbs and containing sea salt. 

“There should be no chair in the room. The patient 
can sit on the rugs if she wishes to rest. Or she can 
walk. All pegs for clothing are very high, so that she 
must reach up. If she wants to be seated she must 
get down upon the floor. This inforces a certain 
amount of exercise, ‘bending and lifting, and thus the 
figure is kept supple. | 3 

“After meals the patient stands or exercises for forty 
minutes. Then she seeks her couch again and falls 
ou to sleep. 

“Very often it is not so easy to sleep at once, but 
with the aid of the scent pillows and the opening of 
the windows sleep does not long tarry away. 5 

During this long sleep the woman who wants to im- 
prove her appearance can indulge in the things that 
make for beauty. She can put on her finger hats, 
which, as many women know, consist of ten thimbles 
lined with cotton. These are slipped upon the finger 
tips and pressed down until the tips of the fingers are 
tapering. : 

“Then she can wear her ear and chin straps; and 
these are both very necessary this summer, for it is a 
summer of earrings, when the ears must be pretty. It 
is to be a season of the Dutch neck also, and this 
means that the chin must be strapped up to keep it 
from getting heavy and double. A stiff wide band of 
linen will make a good chin strap; it must be wet with 
cucumber juice if the chin is inclined to be yellow. 

“Then the beauty seeker can rest the roots of her 
hair. During her ten days retirement she wears no 
rats, no pompadours, no artificial hair of any kind. She 
takes no hairpins to her retreat and for ten days her 
scalp rests. utterly. If her hair is out of condition and 
off color she can shampoo it daily with something that 
restores the color without actual bleaching - 

“Of course there are other beautifying things. There 
is a woman who whitens her hands with glove paste 
made from corn meal, graham flour and oil, all mixed 
into a little cake with cucumber juice. 

“There are the bleaches for the skin, which the rest 
patient can take while she is resting; foremost among 
these may be mentioned the strawberry and other fruit 
bleaches. At this time of the year the strawberry 
bleach is not so desperately expensive and it certainly 
clears the skin. 

“The brown bread and maple-sugar diet will make 
the cheeks of a dull brown woman look like peaches and 
cream. The fad for graham bread spread with clotted 
cream and eaten with boiled fruit is responsible for 
many a handsome skin, and the fad for eating fish and 
crackers is said to have rejuvenated many mottled-faced 
women.”

TEMPERATURE OF THE PLANETS. 


Lecturing at the Royal Institution, yesterday, on the 
subject of Radiant energy and matter,” Prof. Sir J. J. 
Thomson said that the temperature of the planets could 
be calculated by assuming that the amount received by 
them equalled the amount which they radiated. Prof. 
Pointing had by this means calculated that the temper- 
ature of Mercury was 190 degrees Centigade, of Venus 
95, of the earth 17 (which was practically its tempera- 
ture,) of Mars minus 38, and of Neptune minus 215. 
“That would seem rather unfortunate for the canals on 
Mars,” said Sir J. J. Thomson, with a smile, “but I un- 
derstand Prof. Lowe has something to say about it. 
Neptune, too, would seem a place for low temperatures.” 

It was an interesting speculation to find the warmth 
of the body which, beyond the reach of the sun's rays, 
derived its warmth solely from the radiations which it 
got from the stars. Astronomers estimated that the in- 
tensity of starlight was about one four-millionth part 
of the intensity of bright sunlight on the surface of the 
earth. 

Going on to deal with the pressure due to light, the 
speaker said the pressure was not likely to cause us any 
inconvenience. A man might stand in the sunlight and 
the pressure of light exerted on him would only equal 
the weight of half a milligramme. It was one of the 
great triumphs of modern experiment that forces of 
such small magnitude had been demonstrated and meas- 


ured with an accuracy to within a few per cent. If 


light exertised the pressure to which he had alluded 
they could use light to work, at any rate, theoretically, 
an engine. He did not say that the amount of work 
that could be got out of the engine would be at all for- 
midable, or would have any industrial application, but 


THIRTY DAYS IN FF 
EFFORT MADE IN PARLIAMENY (iMPLIFY CAL- 

ENDAR. | 

[Pearson's Weekly:] There will be no need for chil- 
dren to learn wearisome lines regarding the number of 
days in the months, if R. Pearce’s bill in Parliainent for 
the reform of the calendar becomes law. Then the 
first two months of every quarter will have thirty days, 
and the last month, thirty-one, while each quarter will 
have exactly the same number of days. 

There will be only 364 days in the year, as New 
Year’s Day will not be reckoned; it will be a bank holi- 
day, and the next day will be the Ist of January. There 
will be another bank holiday every four years, which 
will not be reckoned either; this leap year day will 


come after the last day in June, and will be followed 


by the Ist of July. 

These small changes will simplify the calendar in a 
wonderful Way, as Christmas Day will always fall on a 
Monday. Thus, a person's birthday will always be on 
the same day of the week as he was born, so far as re- 
gards those born after 1911. : 

The only difficulty about the arrangement is that per- 
sons who have been born on certain days under the old 
style, apparently will never have birthdays: they can 
console themselves that they will never grow older! 
Thus there will be no 31st of January, as January and 
February will have thirty days each. 

After this year, movable days will come to an end. 
Easter Sunday will always be on the 14th of April, and 
the days depending on it will be fixed accordingly. Our 
present awkward system of quarter days will come to 
an end also. 

After all, the change will not be anything like so revo- 
lutionary as might appear. It will not be the first time 
the calendar has been altered. Our last great change 
was in the days of the Second George, and the reform 
took the form of calling the day following Wednesday 
the 2nd pf September, 1752, Thursday the 14th of Sep- 
tember. ; 

It is to be hoped that the present change will not be 
the means of causing such a violent commotion 
throughout the country. At that time the bulk of the 
people thought that it was a plot on the part of an un- 
popular government to rob them of eleven days of their 
lives. Indignation meetings were held throughout the 
land, and the great election cry became: Give us back 
our eleven days!” . 

Other countries had made the reform long before, 
while others have not made it yet. Thus, the countries 
professing the religion of the Greek Church, such as 
Russia, still follow the “Old Style,” as it is called. So 
it is that what we called the Ist of January, 1911, the 
Russians called the 20th of December, 1910. 

The reason we had to adopt the “New Style” was that 
Julius Caesar reckoned that the year consisted of 365% | 
days. While this was only a trifle of eleven minutes 
and fourteen seconds beyond the exact period, yet the 
fractions gradually mounted into days, until there were 
eleven to be accounted for. : 

We had to make even another change in our calendar, 
which was even of a more curious description. Actu- 
ally until lees than 160 years ago our years each began 
on the 25th of March. Even yet we have a trace of the 
old order of things in our quarter days, which many of 
us dread. These, instead of beginning on the Ist of 
January, and so on, begin on the 25th March, 24th June, 
29th September, aid 25th December. 

Originally, the year consisted of twelve months, each 
month consisting of the days which elapsed from new 
moon to new moon. To this day the Mohammedans 
reckon in the same way, according to the moon. So 
there are 354 days for nineteen successive years, and 
then 355 days for the next eleven years. 

The Romans took many liberties with the calendar, 
so that we get the name Avgust from the Emperor Au- 
gustus, and July from Julius Caesar. The Pontiffs had 
a delightful way of making alterations so as to suit their 
own/ends; when they owed money they lengthened the 
calendar, and they shortened it wnen cther folks owed 
them. | 

It was for this reason that Julius Caesar took in hand 
the reformation of the calendar, intrusting the work to 
a sage astronomer called Sosigenes. - While there have 
been many alterations since, they have always been 
based on that wise astronomer’s work, which is a first- 
rate compliment to the excellence of his skill.

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Country Life. 


HE first fruits of the work of the Roosevelt coun- 
T try-life commission promises to be an organization 

in California devoted to the aspirations voiced by 
that commission’s report. I had the pleasure recently 
of attending the first meeting of the committee organ- 
ized to promote the interests of rural life, especially 
these relating to more attractive environment, better 
social conditions and a higher type of endeavor toward 
restoring the people to rural habitation. 

In the discussions that were had upon the lines of 
work—whether they be to promote profits or to relate 
merely to sociological questions—made evident the fact 
that farm dollars must be reckoned and that money- 
making must be intimately associated with the move- 
ment. Even those of the committee who held that mer- 
cenary influences were not necessarily associated with 
true happiness admitted that the large mass of those

conditions be able to prosper materially in order to de- 
velop the country and gather about them conveniences 
without which the country could not hope to compete 
with the city for a safe share of the population. 

I believe the general dissatisfaction with country life 
is due in a large measure to a false conception of what 
happiness consists of. It is not all ambition, or loneli- 
ness, or the absence of material conveniences and so- 
cial relationship that drives the young people to the 
cittes. Our people mistake excitement for happiness. 
They are not necessarily incompatible, but excitement 
may under most cireumstances lead away from content- 
ment and stability if not overcome by the most sterling 
qualities. Consequently the country-life movement 
must be educative in its tendencies and not depend too 
freely upon transtiory elements in building up rural life. 
Unless the vitiated tastes of many people be replaced 
by aspirations for the more lasting, if less exciting, ele- 
ments of existence there is little use to Improve the en- 
vironment of the country, or to plead that our civiliza- 


ton must rest upon the wholesomeness, attractiveness | 


and completeness of life In the country. The same ele- 
ment that gives the yellow journal its remarkable but 
devitaliging vogue, that which finds satisfaction in noth- 
ing but outrageous incident and extravagant express- 
ion, lies at the bottom of dissatisfaction with country 
life. If sanity can be cultivated much good would be 
done by the advancement of normal living in both 
country and city. If the country dweller assumes a bet- 
ter attitude, he will draw the other to him. |

Qualities. 


N conversation with the 0 orange grower in the 

northern citrus belt he expressed his disappointment 
over a very light crop this season, though the average 
yield over the State was abnormally large. His fruit 
was most excellent in quality, averaging about $1.90 
f.o.b. The grove is in a heavy clay soil and has not the 
very best drainage. This is but another example of fine 
eitrus climate, fertile land, unavailable soil elements 
and subsoil in which it is impossible for the orange tree 
te secure a good root system. 

in some of the foreign citrus countries buyers classify 
the prices offered according to the character of the soil 


25 per cent. higher prices than does the fruit produced 
on sandy soil. Then these clayey soils again vary in 
fruit qualities aceording to the character of the drain- 
age, the ideal soil being permeable with an undersoil of 
gravel. In Italy and Spain the citrus-fruit growers of 
today are the beneficiaries of generations of experience. 
Perhaps every acre of soil suitable to the production of 
oranges and lemons has been so demonstrated against 
every other in the districts that has been found lacking 
in the physical or chemical elements necessary to the 
production of commercial fruits. California has had 
not more than fifteem years’ experience with citrus 
fruits upon an average of all localities engaged in their 
production, consequently our demonstrations are 
just appearing; our problems showing vp as mostly 
soil problems or better, subsoil problems. We cannot 
afford to wait for the test of generations of experi- 
ence, as have the foreign growers, but must give deep 
and immediate study to all causes that lower the qual- 
ity and lessen the yield. I fear bitter failure is con- 
fronting a certain percentage of groves that have been 
planted upon soils whose under strata, though fertile, 
are unproductive and not fit for the establishment of a 
perfect root system for the trees. I am just as sure 
that if these lands had been plowed witn dynamite pre- 
vious to setting or the undersoils made permeable in 
some way there would not have been much disappoint- 
ment where now it is plainly discernible.

“After reading so much about 
the good qualities of the alligator pear in the Times 
Magazine 1 bought one, and perhaps if | had cooked 
it we might have eaten ft, as the latest item about this 
fruit claims it is good cooked.

‘Can be eaten with a spoon, indeed! A sharp knife was 
required to crt the tough thing to pieces. It was very 
like a muskmel!on that had been picked long before it 
was ripe, in texture aud favor, and tasted like it had 
been lying in the sun a week or two.” 


eee taste, or else bought a very poor trult. I have seen 
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many alligator pears not fit to eat, and in fact altogether 
useless. But I have never seen any of this poor stuff 
upon the market. If the lady purchased a fruit of one 
of these worthless varieties she should make one more 
effort, at least, to get a fruit of high quality. The plants 
are raised from seed and until latery no systematic at- 
tempt has been made to improve the avocado. The va- 
rieties differ from each other in shape, size, and quality 
of fruit. The best kinds have come from accidental 
crossing, but the Department of Agriculture and several 
individual horticulturists have been giving this fruit 
careful study for several years, and we will soon see 
a marked Improvement. The tatse fortthis “pear” does 
not need cultivation with many. people. If one would 
grow the avocado upon his own grounds he should plant 
from a high-class tree or buy the same eesti some nur- 
seryman who has the best varieties. 


A Soll Perforator. 


HEARD a model hardpan eradicator described re- 
cently by Kenneth McRae of Rialto. He has con- 
structed an implement for penetrating obdurate soils 


| without seriously injuring the roots of the trees. It 
was built at a cost of $30. 
Mr. McRae secured a piece of steel pipe four feet long 
and six inches in diameter, mounted it on an old wagon 
axle, and drove six steel pipes through it an inch and a 
half square, in such a manner that the twelve points 
project from the surface of the pipe at regular intervals 
to a distance of eighteen inches. He then filled the 
pipe with cement and let it harden, and then mounted it 
on a frame with wheels to move it from one orchard to 
another. It is so arranged that it can be raised or low- 
ered.. The implement punctures the soil to a depth of 
eighteen inches, and when he goes over his twenty 
acres three times one way and two times the othér it 
makes a sieve of the soil and does not destroy the roots. 
| The perforator is drawn easily by two large mules. 
| I do not recall having seen such an implement in oper- 
ation, and Mr. McRae has probably tried something that 
has not been attempted before. He is enthusiastic over 
the: work eves he has im this way 
hardpan problem upon his farm. 


Fruit Statistics 


OME startling figures are given by the of 

the Citrus Protective League showing the magnitude 
of the world’s citirus-frult crop. California need not be 
ashamed of her position in the production of these 
fruits, as she produces about five-sixteenths of the 
world’s supply, and our nation about three-eighths. 

Not less than 165,000 carloads of citrus fruits are the 
tributes of the earth’s markets in this line. Of these 
California’s output is about 50,000 cars; Florida, 10,000. 
Spain will export 40,000 cars; Italy will raise 70,000, of 
which about 20,000 will be exported, 20,000 used in do- 
mestic commerce and about 30,000 will be converted into 
by-products. Japan will proauce 1000 carloads, Cuba 100, 
Portugal 100 and Porto Rico about 1000. We have no 
means of estimating the total citrus-fruit crop of the 
world if we include that portion of it consumed by the 
producing countries. 

California’s achievements in the production of citrus 
fruit becomes much more remarkable when we note the 
price of labor here as compared with that of Italy, and 
the freight rates also. The freight rates on practically 
all the fruit that goes from Italy into Russia; Germany 
and the United States is about 30 to 35 cents a box, so 
that the cost in freight in these great foreign producing 
countries is about one-third the cost to the California 
producer; it costs on the average about 90 cents a box 
freight for the California orange growei to get his 
products into the hands of the consumer. We pay our 
labor from two to four times as much as the laborer is 
paid in foreign citrus-fruit-producing countries. The av- 
erage wage in Italy will vary from 16 to 18 cents per day 
for old women; 15 to 25 cents for boys and about 60 
cents for the ordinary laborer.

Great care must also be taken to see that the fertil- 
izer at all times contains the requisite amount of pot- 
ash, or they will lack keeping quality. They are packed 
in assorted sizes; the sizes most preferable gre known 
among commission men as 36s or 388. The packages 
snould be branded with the exact number contained 
in them, and those shipped as fancy should be free of 
all blemishes, spots er uneven surfaces. They should 
be picked before the seed in them become hard. Great 
care should be exercised at all times to have applica- 
tions of fertilizer given at regular intervals so as to in- 
sure uniform steady growth throughout the entire sea- 
son.— [Fruit and Produce News. 


Sweet Potato Culture 9 


WEET potatoes are the most popular vegetable 

produced in the South, being very extensively grown 
and consumed locally. There are very few truckers or 
growers who do not plant annually more or less of this 
vegetable. 

A number of different varieties are produced. Some 
prefer the yellow kind, some the red, and some the 
white. The yellow variety, however, is the one most 
in favor in our markets. They have adapted them- 
selves to the different conditions of climate and the 
soll everywhere. Large crops often follow upon fields 
where former vegetable crops for the northern markets 
have been grown the previous season, land upon which 
egg plants, peppers, tomatoes, snap beans, cucumbers, 
te., have been grown the year previous being par- 
ticularly well adapted to the growth of sweet potatoes. 
This soil being highly fertilized and free from weeds, 
it is only necessary to remove the vines of the preced- 
jag crop, plow it into ridges and after the ridges have 
firmed sufficiently, stick out the potato vines about eight- 
een inches apart in the row, the rows to be spaced 
three to four feet apart. The ridges are thrown up 
from one foot to eighteen inches high. In case the 
land is new, it is best to mow off the weeds, raking 
them into small rows, ridging the earth over the same, 
and as this accumulation becomes rotted, it offers 
plenty of nutriment to the sweet potato and has a tend- 
ency to keep the ground loose under the hill, greatly 
facilitating the crop. Some of the best growers use 


about 400 to 500 pounds of cotton-seed meal in the ridge | 


and add a side application of the same amount after the 
vines are half-grown. This does very well, and I would 
strongly recommend in all cases to at least apply this 
application. It keeps the vines mch healthier and 
stronger and produces finer, smootheij and much greater 
quantity of potatoes per acre. 
There is no doubt in my mind whatever but what in 
the near future great quantities of this vegetable will 
be grown for shipment to the northern markets in mid- 
winter from this territory. At the present day, other 
vegetables are so largely in demand and their produc- 
tion is followed by such remunerative results, that we 
have not gotten down to growing these crops which 
would probably not bring us so much per acre. How- 
ever, as the sweet potato.crop in this vicinity can eas- 


ily be made to produce 400 or 500 bushels per acre, and 


as they are usually sold locally for 75 cents per bushel 
(in fact, they often bring $1.50 per bushel,) they pay 
very well indeed. 

They are seldom attacked by insects. I have known 
of one case, however, in which a field was almost an- 
nihilated by an imvasion of the army worm. An appli- 
cation of arsenate of lead, however, in this case de- 
stroyed these insects entirely. The vines are not usu- 
ally pulled up or loosened as is done in the northern 
country; they are simply allowed to grow until they 
have matured their potatoes to such a size as the mar- 
ket may demand. Great care should be taken in this 


| country not to let the potatoes grow too large;other- 
+ wise they are apt to become old and tough and are fre- 


quently bored and bitten into by different kinds of 
worms. The cutworm and wireworm are very disas- 
trous in this respect. 

They can and, without a doubt, will be grown in later 
years as a cattle food and possibly to manufacture alco- 
hol, for if they be left to grow for a few months after 
they have matured to marketable size, enormous quan- 
ti.jes can be produced per acre. instances are known 
where they have been grown to weigh as much as fity 
pounds or more to the single potato. These, of course, 
are unfit for food, being more or less woody and tough 
and lack flavoring, but as a poultry food they are very 
fine indeed. 

In selecting vines to plant it is a wise precaution to 
take them from a thrifty bearing field, for if taken 
from an old worn-out patch they have often run out to 


such an extent as to be almost worthiess.— [Florida

Early Tomatoes. 85 = 


O get the most out of market gardening, it is nec- 

essary to plan to have things as far ahead of their 
season as possible, and this applies to tomatoes as well 
as anything else. In the summer time tomatoes are 
one of the most common of any of the vegetables or 
fruits. In our salubrious climate they will send up a 
volunteer crop of plants wherever they were planted 
the previous year and if left unmolested will bear 
enorm crops. So one can almost depend on every 
garden ving a constant supply until the curtain is 
rung down by Jack Frost at the end of the season. The 
writer has been quite successful in raising early toma- 
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| toes by the following method: The Earliana we con- 
_ Sider the best variety, as it is quite hardy and one of 
the earliest. In many localities they can be planted out 
this month and, should they get killed by frost, the loss 
is mot great and new plants can at once be set out 
again. Our way is to dig a hole about eighteen inches 
im diameter and deep enough so that the plant is below 
| the surface after being set. We prefer large, stocky 
plants, with a head four to six inches across, and set 
them im the ground up to the first branch, using the sur- 
face soil for the roots. Firm the soil and put in enough 
Water to settle the dirt around the roots, and for an 
early crop further irrigation will not be necessary. 
The soll that is removed from the hole should be 
thrown on the south side, which will shade the plant. 
As the plant grows the hole is filled until finally ordi- 
nary level culture can be given. Plants set out this 
way will not be affected by the winds nor an ordinary 
frost.

A Cheap Commodity. 


„O God! that bread should be so dear, 
And flesh and blood so cheap!” 


These lines are as pertinent and true in America to- 
a as they were in London sixty-seven years ago, when 
Tom Hood, in the columns of Punch, electrified Eng 
land with the “Song of the Shirt.” 

There is much complaint nowadays in America about 
the high price of beefsteak. There is one commodity 
that is cheap—human flesh and blood. 

Alas! that what Hood wrote of England in the middle 
of the nineteenth century should already have become 


true of this land of the free “where a man is a man if 


he’s willing to toil, and the poorest may gather the 
fruits of the soil.” Is he? Not always. 
Two weeks ago there occurred in New York one of 


those horrible disasters that were formerly known as 


“nine days wonders,” but now barely sustain the scare- 
head lines of the newspapers for three days—especially 
now that the baseball season is beginning. A nine-story 
factory building burst into flames and 150 girl shirt- 
waist makers were either burned to a crisp, or their 
mangled forms were dashed upon the pavement below. 
It was all over in less than thirty minutes. 

This was said to have been the sixth or seventh fire 
in the same building within twelve months. The build- 
ing was what is known as “fireproof,” but it was not 
“deathproof.” It was without fire escapes. 

There was a similar occurrence a few months ago in 
a factory at Newark, N. J., where twenty-five girls were 
killed. At that time a consulting engineer on fire in- 
surance said: “In New York there are 30,000 industrial 
establishments with 700,000 workers in 12,000 buildings, 
construction.” As we have seen, a building may be of 
fireproof construction, and yet be a death trap. 

The City Building Inspector of Los Angeles declares 
that there is much room for improvement in the regu- 
‘ations governing fire-escape facilities on both office and 


manufacturing buildings in this city. He says there 


are many buildings in the city which, although equipped 
with fire escapes according to the requirements of the 
law, are not so protected as to make impossible a catas- 
trophe similar to that which occurred tn New York two 


weeks ago. This is not the fault of the inspector. He 


says: 
“I should gay, too, that in the case of the so-called fire- 


proof buildings we are not allowed to require enough 


escape. There are buildings in the city in which there 
are often thousands of people at the same time, and on 
which there is not more than one escape, but as no more 
are required by the law for buildings of the type we are 
absolutely helpless to improve such conditions.” 

Meantime, as is usual in such cases, there is a fren- 
zied attempt to lock the stable door after the horse is 
stolen. One hysterical individual in New York even 
went so far as to suggest that skyscrapers should be 
torn down. A little more earnest care devoted to avert- 
ing loss of life during the whole year is much better 
than a few spasmodic outbreaks that soon subside. 

This question goes beyond any single incident of loss 
of life, such as that referred to. It leads us to a con- 
sideration of the great decline in the valuation of hu- 
man life that has taken place in, this land during the 
past half-century, Why, a white worker nowadays is 
not considered of anything like so much value as was 
a first-class “likely” negro hand before the war. It is 
true that we no longer feed human beings to fish, to 
fatten them for a banquet, nor do we sacrifice them in 
the arena to make a Roman holiday, or give over the 
bodies of innocent children to the red-hot paws of a 
Moloch. We do, however, continually sacrifice men, 
women and children to the Moloch of Mammon. 

As, for instance, it cost the lives of 1125 men to mine 
230,000,000 tons of coal in Pennsylvania last year, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the chief of the State 


Department of Mines. In the steel mills of the same- 


State twenty-four hours of continuous and most ex- 
hausting labor is no uncommon thing, so that it is not 
surprising that many of these human machines become 
old at 40. 

What a maiign influence must such a condition exert 
upon the coming generation—upon the children of these 
unfortunates. We are sowing a storm and must not 
be surprised if we reap a whirlwind. 

We read much nowadays about the sacredness of: 
“prupperty.” Is it not about time that we should be- 
gin to realize that there is something more sacred and 
more worthy of protection by the State than machin- 
ery, or buildings, or even real estate? As it is today, 
in America, human life is about the cheapest of all com- 
modities that are purchasable on the market. 


Tahiti, the “Paradise of the Pacific.” 


T was mentioned recently in the Care of the Body 

that a party of six Los Angeles people had gone to 
Tahiti, with the idea of settling there if the place 
pleased them. Otto Carque writes as follows: 

“The party of six who left early in January for Ta- 
hiti have sent their first news from the little island, 


which is reached by direct steamer from San Francisco 
in twelve days. Naturally the first impressions of a 
tropical isle in the midst of the blue Pacific, with its 
shores bordered with cocoanut palms, banana trees war- 
ing their broad green leaves, ten and twelve feet long, 
and the rose-painted peaks, over a mile high, in the 
background, is a most pleasant one. One of the party, 
Mr. Reynolds, writes as follows: 

A you come here you will say good-b the States 
forever. I rode twenty miles through tr roads 
last night. The moon was as bright as day. The na- 
tives run out to see you pass, and remark: “Arona,” 
which means “good evening.” The natives are always 
doing some little thing to show that they like you. They 
bring fruits and native dishes every day, and will never 
take any money in return. 

The people are all right if treated so. You hear a 
good many bad reports, but they come from people who 
think the native is a fool. There are seven children 


looking at me as I write, asking questions about words 


and things I am writing. Well, this is the land of the 
“never do today that which can be left until tomorrow.” 
I have bargained for four acres of land twenty-one 
miles south from Papeete. There are 400 cocoanut 
trees, fourteen of which are bearing, the rest are com- 
ing in every month or two; 300 banana trees, of nine va- 
rieties, all bearing, a third of an acre of taro plants; 
about forty trees of papayas or tree melons; one acre of 
Mexican vanilla beans, also twenty alligator-pear trees; 
thirty chickens, a wagon, a house 12 by 40, and a barn. 
There is also a spring of water six inches in diameter as 


‘cold as 48 deg. Fahrenheit in the early morning The 


selling price of the place was 31250. 

“The party was not very favorably impressed with the 
place of Darling, the so-called ‘nature man.’ It is not 
very accessible, being about 1200 feet above the sea, 
and having but few level stretches. There are very 


few people strenuous enough to enjoy a daily climb of 


an hour on a tortuous trail in the blazing tropical sun. 

“There is no doubt, however, that land in Tahiti will 
become more valuable when the Panama Canal is com- 
pleted. The island lies in a direct line, almost mid- 
way between Panama and Sydney, Australia. It will 
therefore become an important coaling station and will 
be more frequently visited by tourists and prospective 
settlers. The island once sustained a population of 
over 100,000 people, while at present there are only 
10,000 inhabitants. The Society Islands, to which group 
Tahiti belongs, are uednr French government.”

According to the story in Good Health, Diamond is 
not altogether immune to the shafts of Cupid, although 
it took the little god a number of years to get him.

Live Insects in the Ear. 


HE “bugs” the doctors scaré us with are really not 
1 one-millionth part so harmful as these doctors would 
have us believe, otherwise, the entire human race would 
have been wiped out of existence many thousands of 
years ago. This is surely a self-evident proposition. 

On the other hand, to have a rea! live bug in the ear is 
a different kind of a proposition. Such an intrusion is 
not only painful, but also nerve-wrecking. Here is a 
simple method of extracting such intruders. It was 
given several years ago in thé Medical World by George 
R. Robbins of Hamilton Square, N. J., who says he had 
in this manner removed many live bugs, during thirty- 
six years of practice. :

Hygeio-Therapeutic College, of which that veteran hygi- 


enist Dr. R T. Trall was president, and has during the 
succeeding forty-five years practiced rules for hygienic 
living, writes: 

“Every one knows what nature means in connection 
with cure; pathy is from the Greek pathos, to suffer, 
and is the technical term in medicine for disease, as in 
the word pathology. Therefore, ‘naturopathy’ is not 
nature cure, but nature disease. In allopathy we have 
the principle of cure by use of medicines that pro- 
duce disease of other or opposite nature; in homeo- 
pathy, the cure is on the principle of similia similibus 
curantur—remedies that given in health would produce 
a disease similar to the one attempted to be cured. 
naturopathy, by analogy of terms, we should use ‘nature’ 
to produce a disease to cure a disease! Therapia is 
the name for cure, and the non-drug treatment implies, 
not pathy of any kind, but natural therapy: Osteopathy, 
also, is a misnomer. These names have been adopted 
because those who first used them were ‘ignorant’ of 
the meaning of the words allopathy and homeopathy, 
and so named their systems of cure in analogy with 
the names of disease-producing methods. And I will 
venture to say that very many who help to perpetuate 
the use of these misnomers are also ‘ignorant’ of the 
true literal meaning of the terms.”

CARE OF THE EYES. 


Oculist or Optician? 


For some time past I have wanted to explain to you the dif- 
ference between an Oculist and an Optician. Both deal with 
the eye and with glasses, and I think you will be interested to 
know the exact difference between the two. | 

The dictionary says that an Oculist is a physician skilled in 
the treatment of eye diseases.

“The Optician who makes a special business of fitting’ glasses 
now calls himself an Optometrist to distinguish from the opti- 
cian whose chief business is to fill prescriptions and make glasses. 
According to this distinction it at once becomes apparent that 
the Optometrist takes care of the professional end and the Opti 
clan takes care.of the mechanical end of this rapidiy growing 
Held of endeavor.
